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PREFACE 

To  the  Ohrd.-nnn.ri  and  Members  of  the 
^TEW  EIILLS  URBAIT  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  Urban  District  of 
Nev;  Mills  for  the  year  19^7, 

The  only  feature  of  epidemiological  interest  was  an  outbreak 
of  gastro-enteritis  and  Sonne  dysentery  which  started  at  the  beginning 

of  March  and  ended  early  in  July.  Pre-school  and  primary  school  child^ren 
r-.nd  their  .parents  were  ma  inly  a.ifectecl  . 

There  was  a  decrea.se  of  30  in  the  estimated  popula>,tiony  a  large 
decrease  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  which  was  11.64-  below  the  rate 
for  last  year,  Ound  substantial  increases  in  the  stillbirth  and  perinatal 
mortality  rates. 

The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending  order  of  frequency  v^ere 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  62  cases,  cancer  with  20, 
and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  19.  The  tliree  groups 
accounted  for  78.29  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths. 

The  average  age  at  dea.th  was  73.2  years  for  women  a,nd  68.4  years 
for  men;  69*7  per  cent  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  65  j^ears  and  over  age- 
group  and  40.15  percent  in  those  ^.ged  75  or  more  years 

InJanua,ry  the  Derbyshire  County  Medica^l  Officer  of  Health,  the 
District  Medical  Oificers  of  Hec.lth  c.nd  the  Director  of  t  he  Public 
Health  Laboratory  devised  a  scheme  to  implement  the  terms  of  Circular 
17/ 66  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  Brucellosis.  In  order  to 
reduce  the  incidence  of  the  infection  in  the  County  as  far  as  is 
practicable  in  the  -bsence  of  a  national  eradication  plan,  it  was 
recommended  that  sampling  should  be  undertaken  quarterly  by  the  District 
Public  Health  Inspectors  from  herds  producing  milk  which  is  sold  untreate( 
The  new  procedure  entails  more  work  for  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
at  certain  times  a  longer  working  day,  but  this  is  inevitable  if  Brucel]a 
infection  is  to  be  controlled.  Unfortunately,  due  to  pressure  of  v;ork, 
quarterly  visiting  of  the  f arms  of  the  seven  produce-retailers  concerned 
vjas  not  possible.  The  w  i despread  epidemic  of  "Foot  and  Mouth  Disease’* 
in  the  country  towards  the  end  of  the  year  also  prevented  visits  to  farms 

It  must  be  stressed  that  any  risk  to  the  p  ublic  from  Brucellosis 
could  be  eliminated  by  pasteurization  of  the  milk. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  advocated  a  more 
vigorous  campaign  for  clean  air  in  confined  places,  for  example,  cinemas, 
theatres,  restaurants,  shops,  offices,  public  ha.lls  etc.,  and  requested 
local  authorities  to  co-operate  by  restricting  smoking  in  such  places 
owned  by  them.  Regrettably  the  Council  was  not  yet  ready  for  this 
important  health  measure  and  refused  to  support  Government  policy  for  the 
discouragement  of  smoking  in  confired  places. 

The  Council  discussed  the  question  of  clean  a.ir  and  agreed  to  take 
part  in  the  National  Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution.  It  was  thought 
that  the  daily  measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  would  be  useful 
for  giving  local  infoimiation  and  would  provide  a  visible  record  of 
progress  in  securing  a  cleaner  atmosphere  if  they  decided  to  establish 
Smoke  Control  Areas  at  a  later  date. 

The  Health  Committee  in  its  capacity  as  a  Home  Safety  Committee  met 
regularly  to  consider  the  vario’us  hazards  which  exist  in  the  home  and  to 
discuss  practicable  methods  for  reducing  accident  risk.  Particular 
attention  was  paid  to  dangers  from  electric  blankets  and  oil  heaters  and 
to  poisoning  accidents.  Suitable  informative  literature  was  issued  to 
children  in  secondary  schools,  to  members  of  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare 
Club,  and  to  the  Central  Library.  The  local  Press  co-operated  fully  and 
gave  wide  publicity  to  all  Hom.e  Safetj^  matters  . 


I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  my  Chairman,  the  Members  of 
the  Council,  the  Officers  to  the  Urban  District  and  my  staff  for  their 
interest  and  support  in  the  working  of  the  Health  Department  throughout 
1967.

Comparability  Factors^. 

Area  comparability  factors  in  repect  of  births  and  deaths 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  are  1’07  and  0*96  respectively 
for  1967.  Crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  these 
factors  in  order  to  make  them  comparable  with  rates  for  other 
areas.  The  adjustment  is  necessary  because  of  the  difference  in 
the  age-sex  constitution  of  the  area  from  that  of  England  and 
Ylales  as  a  whole.  Factors  are  based  on  the  I96I  census  figures. 


Since  1956  the  death  rate  comparability  factors  have  been  ad,iusted 
specifically  to  make  allov;ance  for  the  higher  death  rate  in  iii  e  insti¬ 
tution'' 1  section  to  the  population  and  in  1958  the  birth  rate  area 
comparability  factor  vjas  similarly  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  pre'-^-mi^ 
of  sterile  population  in  institutions  for  the  m'-'^-tally  ill  or  mentally 
deficient . 

Irom  the  1st  January j  1958  the  Registrar  General  has  made  further 
changes  in  the  procedure  for  the  transfer  of  deaths  securing  in  institutir 
According  to  the  new  system  of  allocation,  a  death  in  a  chionic  sick  or  : 
mental  hospital  has  been  assigned  to  the  area  of  occurence  only  if  the 
deceased  had  been  there  for  six  months  or  more.  If  the  deceased  had  been 
there  less  than  six  months,  the  death  has  been  transferred  to  the  a'v'e?  of 
usual  residence  if  any. 

Geog_raphical 

Hew  Mills  is  situated  in  North  West  Derbyshire,  its  western  border 
forming  part  of  the  boundary  between  Derbyshire  and  Cheshire.  Parts  of 
Rowarth,  Oilers ett  Moor  andfhornnott  are  included  in  the  Peak  District 
National  Park  and  ar^/ithin^  easy  reach  of  the  Kinder  Heights,  popular 
with  all  hill  climbers. 

Social  Conditions 

In  1894  the  Urban  District  Council  of  New  Mills  succeeded  the  Local 
Board  or  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  which  had  conducted  the  affairs  of  the 
District  since  1875.  Newtown,  formerly  in  the  Rural  District  of  Disley 
in  Cheshire,  was  added  in  1876. 

.  The  Town  has  many  and  varied  interests  and  is  a  centre  for  the  i^xt;l 
printing  trade.  Textile  engraving,  bleaching  and  dyeing  give  employment 
to  two-fifths  of  the  population.  Paper-making,  confectionery,  metal 
working,  stone  quarrying  and  light  engineering  are  other  industries  of  th' 
scattered  township. 

The  Manager  of  the  Labour  Exchange  has  very  kindly  supplied  the 
follov»/ing  information  relating  to  the  employment  position  in  the  New  Milli 
Employment  Exchange  Area. 

The  average  number  wholly  unemployed  during  1967  was  49  (45  men  and 
4  women),  the  highest  figure  being  61  (55  men  and  6  women)  in  November 
and  the  lowest  being  42  (37  men  and  5  women)  in  August. 

The  August  figures  include  5  male  and  1  female  disabled  persons  and 
the  November  figures  6  males  . 

The  total  insured  population  in  Junn,..  1966  was  6,572  (the  estimated 
•  figure  for  June,  1967  is  not  yet  available).  .  *

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board  has  been  the  water  undertaking 
authority  for  the  a.rea.  since  April,  1962.  The  water  which  is  drawn  from 
moorland  sources,  is  stored  in  Kinder  Reservoir.  Before  distribution 
it  is  treated  with  hydrated  lime  and  alum,  filtered  through  rapid  sand 
filters  5  neutralised  by  the  further  addition  of  hydrated  lime  to  counter¬ 
act  any  pluiribo-s olvent  effect,  and  fina.lly  chlorinated.  Prequent  tests  ai! 
made  dai3.y  for  pH  and  residual  chlorine.  After  purification,  the  water 
enters  the  s.queduct  which  pOoSses  through  the  district  a.long  the  route  of 
A.  6015  and  supplies  a  covered  service  reservoir  fropj^liich  it  is  fed  into^i 
town’s  mains.  In  196?  another  covered  service  reservoir  at  Broadhurst  Ed;: 
v^as  completed  by  the  Water  Board  a,nd  a  new  pumping  sta.tion  was  built  on 
Mellor  Road.  The  reservoir  supplies  the  higher  parts  of  the  Urban  Distric 
in  the  Eaves  Knoll, JV[ellor  Road  and  Rowarth  a.reas  ,  The  booster  station 
at  St.  Mary’s  Roa.d,  the  puraping  station  on  Hayfield  Road  and  the  small  opti 
reservoir  at  Moorlands  hOoVe  now  been  abandoned.  During  the  year  26  houses 
were  connected  to  the  town’s  supply. 

Apart  fromi  the  danger  of  drinlving  polluted  water,  the  presence  of  han; 
bacteria  in  water  used  on  dairy  farm^s  is  undesireable ,  as  they  may  reduce; 
keeping  quality  of  the  milk  through  contamination  of  the  utensils . 
Satisfactory  hygenic  conditions  can  only  be  maintained  where  there  is  a 
wholesome  v;ater  supply. 

Some  outlying  farms  have  private  supplies.  These  are  potential  sourcs 
of  pollution  during  the  ma^nufacture  of  dairy  produce. 

Four  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were  submitted  for  bacter; 
logical  examinai„tion  and  2  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Details  of 
these  are  given  in  the  following  table.

Although  immunization  has  not  entirely 
eliminated  the  disease,  it  modifies  the  clinical  features .

Sonne  dysentery  v\/as  prevalent  from  the  beginning  of  March  to 
early  in  July.  The  follow-up  of  the  92  cases  notified  and  their 
contacts  caused  a  great  deal  of  work  and  inconvenience  for  the 
Health  Department. 


Modem  treatment  shortens  the  period  of  infection  in  this 
form  of  diaiThoea  which  is  ccused  by  bowel  germs  being  conveyed  to  the 
food  and  mouth  by  unwashed  hands.  The  strict  practice  of  handwashing 
by  the  whole  community  after  using  the  toilet  and  before  preparing, 
serving  and  eating  food  is  essential  for  the  prevention  of  these 
outbreaks .

Puerperal  pyrexia  is  defined  as  '’any  fe^  rile  condition  occurring^ 
in  a  woman  in  v^hom  o.  temperature  of  100 ,4  P  or  more  has  occurred  within 
14  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage".  No  cases  were  reported. 

NOTIPIABLE  AND  NCN-NOTIPIABIE  INPECTIOUS  "  ISE/'.SES 

Information  with  rega.rd  to  notifiable  and  non— notifiable  infectious 
disease  is  obtained  from  the  death  returns  and  from  head  teachers  who 
are  required  to  notify  absences  from  school  due  to  any  infectious  dioeaoc 
Apart  from  dysentery  35  cases  were  reported,  liumps  avccounced  fro  3o  of 
these • 

The  occurrence  of  a.  widesprea-d  epidemic  such  as  influenza  is  confin 
by  the  sickness  returns  of  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security.  The  local 
office  of  the  Ministrj^  informs  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area 
when  new  sickness  benefit  claims  in  any  week  first  show  an  increa.se  of  3^ 
per  cent  over  those  for  the  proceeding  week  or  reach^250  per  cent  of  the 
average  weekly  number  of  claoims  for  the  preceeding  eight  months  ^April 
to  November.  There  wa.3  no  marked  rise  in  the  inta.ke  of  nevj  claims  during 
1967,  though  there  were  more  causes  of  influenza  in  December  than  during 
a.  comparable  period  la.st  year.
